Members  of  Cohasset's  Se- 
cond Congregational  Church 
have  approved  a record  bud- 
get of  S55.401  for  19~9  follow  - 
ing a successful  Stewardship 
Program  carried  out  by  the 
Finance  Committee  of  the 
church. 

In  its  report  to  church 
members,  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee stated  that  details  of 
the  expenditures  outlined  in 
the  budget  were  acceptable 
and  that  the  total  was  capable 
of  being  met  as  a result  of  the 
successful  Stewardship  Pro- 
gram which  enlisted  1 15 
pledges  from  218  members, 
many  of  whom  are  in  a two- 
member  household.  Other 
congregation  members  make 
their  contributions  through 
Sunday  offerings. 

The  budget  represents  an 
increase  of  approximately  10 
percent  over  the  prior  year’s 
budget  and  is  an  all-time  high 
in  the  history  of  the  157-year- 
old  church.  It  includes  an 
allocation  of  S3. 300  for  general 
benevolences  and  missionary- 
support  in  addition  to  indiv- 
idual contributions  which  may- 
be made  for  such  purposes.
